School Trustees should avail them- 
selves of the services of the Public 
Health Nurses, who, next week, 
shall be stationed in different cen- 
tres in. the province to conduct 
child welfare stations and to inspect 
the children attending school. Al-

tional with the ‘Trustees’ in rural 
school districts ‘to have medical in- 
spection of the children attending 
school, but a stnall percentage of 
the schools have ever been -so_ in- 
spected. To render this service more 
general and at the same time to re- 
duce the expense to School Districts 
Registered nurses, by means of a 
special course of instruction given 
“at the Provincial Uniyersity, are be- 
ing qualified to do this work. In

New York. — Prediction that the 
British Labor party would assume the 
reins of government in England with 
the next change in administration 
might come sooner than was expected 
was made here by J. H. Thomas, Bri- 
tish Labor leader and member of the 
House of Commons. , Mr, Thomas, 
who made the prediction im an infor- 
mal talk with leaders of the Central 
Confederated Union, which recently 
launched dn United States Labor 
party along lities similar to those of 
the British party, is one of the most 
powerful labor leaders in the British 
Isles. 


He was, general secretary of the 
National Union of Railwaymen, and 
successfully enginecred its campaign 
to obtain the eight-hour day and 
overtime demands. He led the Brit- 
ish delegation at the international 
Socialist and Labor conference at 
Berne, to which the American Fed- 


resentatives. 


Although disclaiming any wish to]/ 
labor}. 


dictate or interfere with the 
situation in the United States, Mr. 
Thomas declared results achieved by 
the Labor party in England had con- 
vinced the workers that employment 
of political as well as trades union 
weapons were as essential to realiza- 
tion to the welfare of the workers, 
adding that he hoped to see labor 
“stronger” if he ever returned to the 
United States again. 

“I don't believe in bloody revolu- 
tion, but I do believe in a revolution 
of ideals,” he said. “I want to see 
men and woinen use their political in- 
telligence to achieve their-ideals.”. 


One of the strongest planks in any 
Labor pafty platform,. he declared, 
should be a demand that conditions 
be established throughout the world 
“that would make a repetition of this 
horrible war impossible.” 

T. D. Mutch, an Australian Labor 
leader, who also. met. the Central 
Federated Union leaders, was out- 
spoken in his advice to United States 
labor to support a strong Labor party. 
“We are more-happy in Australia than 
you are here in the United States,” he 
said, “because we had sense enough 
to organize and obtain the needed re- 
forms. * . 

“Fach worker has two arms—a po- 
litical... arm and an industrial arm. 
‘Don’t fight the battle with one arm 
tied behind your back.” 

Turning his attention to newspaper- 
men present, Mr. Mutch, who was 
organizer of the Union of Newspaper- 
Men in Australia, advised them to 
start a similar movement in the Uni- 
ted States. 


Berlin Looking Towards Vatican 

Berlin—Herr Von Bergen, former 
counsellor of the legation, has been 
appointed minister to the Holy See 
succeeding 
the Prussian representative. Von Ber- 
gen is a Protestant Cerrtralist. 

It is expected that a papal delegate 
will be sent to Berlin, thus departing 
from diplomatic tradition. Monsignor 
Pacelli, nuncio to the former Bavarian 
court, has gone to Switzerland and is 
not expected to return to Bavaria.

Coblenz. — Orders were issued to 
the military police in Coblenz and to 
patrols throughout. the area of occu- 
pation to.tear down immediately any 
political posters should they appear. 
The soldiérs also were cautioned td 
prevent any meetings of a aaa 
character. 

At headquarters M was said that no 
such meetings had taken place, The 
military authorities, however, have 
received information of an intrigue, in 
which several influential Germans are 
implicated. The object of the intrigue 
was to launch a demonstration in Co- 
blenz in favor of a separation from 
Prussia,

Poland Still Destitute 


In Desperate Need of Food, Clothing 
and Raw Material and 
‘ Machinery 
New York, N.Y. — Present condi- 
tions in Poland are described in a 
statement issued by the American Re- 
licf Administration, compiled from 
authentic sources open to the adminis- 
tration. The statement says in part: 
“With all its other difficult prob- 
lems ta mect, Poland is, in addition, 
actively fighting Bolshevism, not only 
for its own sake, but for the sake of 
the world. The Pilsudski Govern- 
ment remains stable, and is worthy of 
the greatest respect. It is making 
much progress in setting up a nation- 
al and economic life for the new Po- 
lish nation, 


“To fully understand Poland, one 
must always bear in mind that there 
is a great gulf between the rich and 
educated Polish aristocracy, in whose 
ranks are men.of letters, artists and 
pocts in a proportion not equalled in 
any other country, and the agrarian 
or peasant class, who-are illiterate. 

“Every attempt on the part of the 
Polish aristacracy to better the can- 
dition of the Polish peasant was 
crushed by the great jealous powers 


years, The present Polish govern- 
ment recognizes as tts first duty a 
betterment of the conditions of the 
peasants and the upbuilding of a 
strong middle class, » 

“At present, Poland is in desperate 
need of food, clothing, and raw mate- 
rial-and machinery for her stripped 
and idle factories. Sixty per cent. of | 
her last harvest was catried away by 
the Germans. Normally Poland is a 
self-sustaining country as to food, and 
with some help now she can stand on 
hér own feet. Since the middle of 
February about 100,000 tons of Ameri- 
can foodstuffs have been sent 
Poland.

Capital and Labor Discuss Problems 


at Toronto 

Toronto, — That there is a higher 
standard. of intelligence among. the 
workers than ever before, and that 
while they are studying economics 
and other great problems of the day, 
employers are in ignorance of big 
eo movements, was the statement 

made by Rev. Ernest Thomas, field 
secretary of the Army and Navy 
board of the Methodist church, before 
the royal industrial commission here. 

“Is Canada safe while big business 
men. remain ignorant of big world 
movements?” he asked. 

“Canada is not safe while business 
men refuse to consider economics like 
our labor men are doing.” 

Mr. Thomas appealed for provision 
for interchange of thought. He 
thought that the tension would be 
greatly relieved if conferences were 
held between employers and employ- 
ees, 

“Do.you mean there should be com- 
pulsory 
missioner Bruce. 

“I think there should be compulsory 
intercourse,” was the reply. A 

Chief Justice Mathers did not think 
such a plan would be workable. 


Referring to the high cost of living, 


Mr. Thomas said: 

“I do not’ say things shall not be 
sold without profit, but I do say that 
profit should not be the driving pow- 
er,” 

He described briefly the economic 
policy of the Methodist church, and 
then detailed the views of the Angli- 
can and Roman Catholic churches, 
calling for changes in the present 
system. These could not be dismissed 
as nongense as they expressed the 
mind of organized’ Christendom, 

Mr. Thomas then took up the ques- 
tion of prohibition, emphatically de- 
claring that it. had not been success- 
ful in altering the social life of 
wealthy people, as it had that of the 
working people. Speaking from per- 
sonal experience, he said that the la- 
boring men in the west, who former- 
ly opposed prohibition, are now. defin- 
itely in fayor of it. He thought that 
prohibition was in a measure respon- 
sible for the remarkable evidence of 
self control in Winnipeg and other 
western cities recently. 

James Simpson, the next witness, 
‘also emphasized the fact that labor- 
ing men were studying industrial eco- 
much higher 
intelligence than a few years’ ago. 
Giving causes for the present unrest, 
Mr. Simpson declared that the indif- 
ference of the government to the in- 
creased cost of living was one of the 
greatest reasons. 

“What. our governmént is neglect- 
ing other governments are accoin- 
plishing successfully,” declared Mr. 
Simpson, 

He referred to legislation stadars 
ed in New Zealand and _ Australia, 
which he said had been responsible 
for thé reduction in the cost of liv- 
ing. 

Mr. Simpson, in discussing wages 
paid to the laboring classes in Can- 
ada, stated that the man who is con- 
tent to live under existing conditions 
has had ambition crushed by the in- 
dustrial sy stem. 

Answering Commissioner Thomas 
Moore, Mr, Simpson declared himself 
in favor of a 44-hour week. Some pti-

“The 44-hour weck should be statu- 
tory; it should be:law,” emphatically 
stated the witness. :

He 
declared that organized: labor must 
bring s0me conservative plan. which 
would avoid the limitation of produc- 
tion before they would be welcomed 
with open arms by thé employers, 

T. A. Russell, of the Russell Motor 
Car Company, declared that there wag 
a desire on the part of the employer 
to get to the bottom of the labor dif- 
ficulties.
